No as here are Inſtructions, ſo like- 
wiſe we have here Examples of Puniſh- 
ments uopn Otienders, where the Re- 
proofs of Inſtruction were diſregarded; 
& now the Lord hath called us to be his 
People, and made us partakers of his 
heavenly divine gift according to our 
Abilities, in Which we may ſerve in the 
CHEAT 
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Body, in the place and ſervice that the 

Lord hath allotted to. us, for the God 
of order brings all things into order, 
and all are to receive Inſtructions, and 
know their places and ſervices, that 
there be no Diſorder or Schiſm in the 
Body, of which Chriſt Jeſus is the Head;
